In  April  of  1992,  Frances  Moseley  became 
the  first  woman  and  the  first  person  of  color 
to  be  appointed  President  and  CEO  of  the 
Boys  & Girls  Clubs  of  Boston  (BGCB)  in  its 
103-year  history.  Moseley's  arrival  at  BGCB 
followed  20  years  of  experience  in  Boston's 
corporate  sector,  including  service  as  Senior 
Manager  at  John  Hancock  Mutual  Life 
Insurance,  Inc.,  Consumer  Affairs  Manager 
at  Boston  Edison  Co.,  and  Associate 
Director  of  Promotions  at  WGBH-TV.  She  is 
currently  a Trustee  of  the  Huntington 
Theatre,  The  Massachusetts  Sports 
Partnership,  The  New  England  Aquarium, 
The  New  England  Deaconess  Hospital,  and 
The  Wang  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts. 
Moseley  is  also  a founding  member  of  the 
Boston  Chapter  of  The  Coalition  of  100 
Black  Women. 

I ‘hank  you  President  Nemerowicz 

X and  good  morning.  I am  delight- 
ed to  be  here  for  this  most  auspicious 
occasion  and  tremendously  excited  to 
play  some  small  role  in  kicking  off 
Pine  Manor's  Inaugural  Conversations 
about  educational  partnerships  for  the 
common  good. 

I am  particularly  honored  to  be  here 
with  you  this  morning  as  Boys  & Girls 
Clubs  of  Boston  (BGCB)  has  a long  and 
rich  history  of  partnering  as  well  as 
teaching  leadership  skills  to  Boston 
youth.  Besides,  partnershipping  is  my 
middle  name — I've  seen  it  work  for  the 
common  good  time  after  time. 
Additionally,  I am  convinced  that  the 


deciding  factor  in 
BGCB's  decision 
to  hire  me  five 
years  ago  was  my 
demonstrated 
commitment  to 
collaboration- — or 
if  you  will,  inclu- 
sive leadership, 
and  as  you've 
already  begun  to  Frances  Moseley 
gather,  it's  a topic 
that  is  near  and  dear  to  my  heart. 

Now,  it  is  early  on  a Saturday  morn- 
ing— on  a gorgeous  Saturday  morn- 
ing— and  I'm  sure  that  on  your  way 
over  here  some  of  you  began  to  question 
you  own  wisdom  in  spending  a signifi- 
cant part  of  a weekend  day  to  converse 
with  strangers.  You  made  the  right  deci- 
sion— and  to  reinforce  that,  I'm  going 
to  make  a very  bold  prediction — 
and  that  is  you  will  feel  by  the  time  that 
you  leave  here,  if  you  aren't  feeling 
it  already  after  listening  to  Dr. 
Nemerowicz's  earlier  remarks — you 
will  feel  something  extraordinary,  some- 
thing that  has  the  capability  to  change 
forever  the  way  we  conduct  ourselves  as 
leaders  and  in  turn  the  way  we  teach 
our  youth  about  leadership. 

I want  to  share  with  you  just  a little 
about  my  background  and  how  I was 
raised.  I grew  up  with  very  powerful 
examples  of  inclusive  leadership,  albeit 
traditional  models  of  leadership  for  that 
time:  my  parents,  my  friends'  parents, 
my  teachers,  my  neighbors  in  our  mid- 
dle class  Washington,  D.C.  neighbor- 
hood, and  my  minister.  I was  greatly 
influenced  by  President  Kennedy's 
visionary  example  of  community  ser- 
vice, as  well  as  by  Dr.  Martin  Luther

King  and  the  other  leaders  of  the  civil 
rights  movement.  Core  human  values  of 
right  and  wrong,  justice  and  equality 
were  stressed  in  my  family;  and  my  par- 
ents placed  enormous  emphasis  on  edu- 
cation because  they  were  adamant  that 
our  world  was  going  to  be  greater  than 
theirs  had  been.  They  believed  educa- 
tion was  the  door  opener.  I was  sent  to 
an  all-girls'  boarding  school  here  in 
Massachusetts  where  we  trained  to  be 
future  leaders  in  our  communities,  and, 
as  I prepare  this  June  for  my  30th  high 
school  reunion,  I am  not  at  all  surprised 
to  learn  just  how  many  of  my  former 
classmates  have  gone  on  to  serve  as 
community  leaders. 

A lot  has  happened  since  I finished 
high  school  in  1967.  We've  collectively 
lost  that  community  feeling,  and  in  so 


doing,  we've  lost  the  trust,  respect  and 
years  of  so  many  of  our  young  people. 

Dr.  Nemerowicz,  in  all  her  infinite 
wisdom,  is  giving  us  a tremendous 
gift — she's  offering  us  a rare  and  unique 
opportunity  to  regain  that  community 
feeling  by  inviting  us  into  her  communi- 
ty here  on  campus  to  talk  and  laugh  and 
plot  and  plan. 

She  recognizes,  as  good  leaders  do, 
that  nothing  achieved  for  the  common 
good  is  achieved  alone.  The  critical 
issues  facing  today's  youth  cannot  be 
resolved  by  any  one  agency,  any  one 
corporation,  or  any  one  individual,  and 
it's  only  through  sharing  one  another's 
successes  and  failures  that  enduring 
solutions  will  be  found. 

Think  what  a powerful  message  of 
caring  and  concern  we  send  to  our 
youth  when  they  observe 
us  working  together  on 
their  behalf.  As  I noted  ear- 
lier, partnershipping  is  near 
and  dear  to  my  heart,  and 
my  understanding  of  the 
benefits  gained  through 
teamwork  is  what  earned 
me  my  current  job.  Couple 
that  with  BGCB's  history  of 
sharing  and  outreach,  and  it 
was  natural  that  we  would 
do  something  around  the 
theme  of  partnerships  for 
our  centennial  anniversary 
four  years  ago.  Similar  to 
President  Nemerowicz,  we 
wanted  to  celebrate  by  giv- 
ing something  substantive 
to  the  city  that  had  nurtured 


and  supported  us  for  so  long.  And,  at  a 
time  of  great  division  and  mistrust,  we 
wanted  to  call  attention  to  our  century 
old  tradition  of  successful  partnership- 
ping. 

A centennial  "search  for  solutions" 
symposium  was  bom,  bringing  together 
more  than  400  educators,  non-profit 
leaders  and  foundation  heads  from 
across  the  Commonwealth  and  the 
nation  to  discuss  how  to  share  resources 
in  order  to  collectively  address  the  many 
pressing  issues  facing  America's  youth. 
Our  day-long  symposium  emphasized 
the  need  to  put  aside  individual  agen- 
das in  order  to  create  partnerships  for 
the  common  good.  We  seated  people  at 
lunch  according  to  similarity  of  purpose 
and  mission  in  order  to  help  jump-start 
potential  partnership  conversations. 
And,  to  provide  leadership  examples, 
we  announced  three  major  collabora- 
tions of  our  own,  formed  with  other 
local  and  national  non-profits,  corpora- 
tions and  foundations,  designed  to 
problem-solve  three  major  areas  of  great 
concern  to  Boston  youth. 

We've  still  not  fully  recovered  from 
the  overwhelming  success  of  that  day  in 
November,  1993.  We  have  been  invited 
to  participate  in  more  partnerships  than 
we  could  possibly  handle  and  learned 
how  to  weigh  the  merits  of  collaboration 
as  well  as  how  to  say  no.  We  learned 
that  partnershipping  is  a lot  more  com- 
plicated than  simply  dividing  the  grants 
equally  between  the  partners  and  we 
learned  that  non-profits  have  a lot  more 
to  bring  to  the  negotiating  table  than  we 
might  think.

Educators  and  youth  workers  have 
traditionally  been  at  the  bottom  of  the 
food  chain  and  we  have  become  accus- 
tomed to  expressing  great  gratitude  for 
the  little  that  would  come  our  way.  Well, 
no  longer.  As  businesses  have  been 
pushed  by  customers  and  employees  to 
play  a larger  role  in  building  communi- 
ty or  to  become  more  socially  responsi- 
ble, our  currency  has  increased  in  value. 

Today  we  can  afford  to  he  extremely 
selective  in  choosing  our  partners 
because  we  have  something  called 
"community  wealth."  Businesses  and 
business  leaders  recognize  the  competi- 
tive advantages  of  tapping  into  our 
community  wealth.  They're  buying  and

we're  selling,  and  it's  becoming  a 
seller's  market. 

One  other,  very  important  lesson  we 
learned  from  our  symposium  experi- 
ence is  to  include  the  voices  of  your  tar- 
get market  at  the  decision-making  table. 
In  our  case,  we  need  to 
hear  directly  from  the 
children.  As  all  of  you  are 
aware,  we  have  become 
disconnected  from  our 
children,  in  large  part 
because  we  don't  listen, 
or  they  claim  we  aren't 
listening,  and  it's  difficult 
to  tell  them  we  hear  them 
when  we  don't  include 
them  in  decision  making 
discussions. 

Dr.  Nemerowicz  was 
careful  not  to  make  that 
mistake  when  she  wrote 
her  book  Education  for 
Leadership  and  Social 
Responsibility.  The  book 
highlights  interviews  on  leadership 
with  85  4th-  and  5th-graders.  This  struck 
me  as  remarkably  astute  about  current 
leadership  models.  My  personal  favorite 
is  the  definition  of  leadership  as  "need- 
ing to  learn  more  about  politics,  the 
Soviet  Union,  reading,  math  (up  to  100) 
and  how  to  tie  your  shoes." 

As  you  begin  your  own  conversations 
about  educating  for  leadership,  I want  to 
leave  you  with  one  additional  positive 
thought.  One  of  my  directors  is  the 
Reverend  Eugene  Rivers  who  lives  in 
Dorchester  hut  is  a national  authority  on 
juvenile  crime.  Eugene  was  a panelist  at 


our  centennial  symposium,  and  he  used 
the  phrase  "Boston  is  a doable  city," 
meaning  that  we're  small  enough  to  be 
able  to  come  together  collectively  and 
problem-solve.  I know  he's  right — look 
how  many  of  you  are  here  this  morning. 


I hope  I've  sparked  some  curiosity, 
some  eagerness  on  your  parts  to  begin  a 
dialogue  that  will  ripple  out  into  your 
own  communities  and  from  there  create 
a larger  "doable"  community.  To  guide 
our  symposium  efforts,  we  used  a quote 
from  George  Wald,  a Nobel  Prize  win- 
ning biologist,  that  goes  like  this:  "On 
any  controversial  issue,  if  you  ask  will  it 
be  good  for  children,  the  answer  will 
always  come  out  right." 

Enjoy  the  morning.  I know  your 
efforts  will  be  productive.

the  Longy  School  of  Music.  Before  estab- 
lishing himself  as  an  artist,  David  Bakalar 
had  a successful,  30-year  business  career 
in  electronics.  He  was  a member  of  the 
Marshall  Plan's  international  team  of  sci- 
entists that  traveled  throughout  Europe 
after  the  devastation  of  WWH,  helping 
to  rebuild  industry.  At  Bell  Telephone 
Laboratories  and  Western  Electric,  Bakalar 
helped  to  develop  and  produce  transis- 
tors. In  1952,  he  co-founded  Transitron 
Electronic  Corporation  and  served  as  its 
president  until  1984.

Laurie  Tadayon 

Taking  a year  off  from  academia 
between  high  school  and  college  was 
probably  one  of  the  best  decisions  of 
Laurie  Tadayon's  life.  And,  judging  from 
her  experiences  as  a first-year  student, 
so  was  her  selection  of  Pine  Manor 
College.  Laurie  spent  her  post-graduate 
year  working,  contemplating  her  future, 
traveling  and  maturing.  She  continued 
working  in  a bakery  at  the  job  she  held  in 
high  school,  and  enjoyed  her  first  taste  of 
leadership  when  she  was  promoted  to 
Assistant  Manager.  "By  the  end  of  the 
year,"  says  Laurie,  "I  was  craving  school 
and  more  learning." 

It  was  her  new-found  love  of  leader-

Laurie  is  pleased  with  all  of  her  acad- 
emic endeavors,  which  "include  every- 
thing from  Biology  to  French."  For  her 
favorite  course.  Honors  College 
Composition  with  Dr.  Vera  Kreilkamp, 
students  are  asked  to  read  the  Boston 
Globe  and  come  to  class  prepared  to 
debate  current  controversial  issues.  She 
takes  advantage  of  PMC's  computer  cen- 
ter— "I'm  there  all  the  time  working  on 
papers,"  she  admits,  explaining  that  her 
own  computer  is  not  up  and  running — 
and  especially  appreciates  free  access  to 
the  Internet  and  e-mail. 

In  what  little  free  time  remains, 
Laurie  tries  to  take  advantage  of  PMC's 
proximity  to  Boston.

I think  it  would  be  hard 
to  be  a first-year  student  in  a big,  imper- 
sonal university  environment.  I've 
enjoyed  being  a big  fish  in  a small  pond."

For  Hodan  Shirdon,  starting  college  was 
synonymous  with  becoming  an  adult. 
Perhaps  because  she  moved  to  Boston's 
Roxbury  neighborhood  from  her  home- 
land of  Somalia  only  three  years  ago,  she 
takes  her  U.S.  education  very  seriously. 
She  chose  Pine  Manor  College  from  a 
field  of  five  schools  because  of  its  appeal- 
ing size  and  student-faculty  ratio,  its 
emphasis  on  "teaching  leadership  in 
women,"  and  because  it  offered  her  an 
affordable  option. 

So  far,  Hodan's  PMC  experience  has 
far  exceeded  her  expectations.  "I  thought 
there  might  not  be  enough  to  do,  and  that 
I'd  have  to  work  hard  to  fit  in  to  various 
clubs  and  activities."  On  the  contrary,  she 
has  discovered  a very  friendly  campus 
and  an  abundance  of  new  involvements. 
She  especially  enjoys  the  classroom 
dynamics,  where  sharing  ideas  is  strong- 
ly encouraged. 

Hodan  is  a lover  of  new  ideas,  enjoys 
exchanging  information  and  educating 
others,  and  has  a dedication  to  commu- 
nity service.  As  a result,  she  has  found 
fulfillment  in  working  with  the  Student 


Health  Activity  Program  (SHAP),  whose 
mission  it  is  to  educate  other  students  on 
issues  of  personal  health  and  safety.  The 
group  meets  once  a week,  and  recently 
sponsored  a massage  day  during  exams. 
This  spring  she  was  also  instrumental  in 
launching  PMC's  first  Gay /Straight 
Alliance,  in  an  effort  to 
educate  the  campus 
about  homosexuality.  "I 
just  want  to  help  people 
learn  to  be  open  to  oth- 
ers." 

Another  pleasant  sur- 
prise for  Hodan  in  her 
first  year  is  the  level  of 
support  she  has  received 
from  faculty  and  staff.

"In  high  school  I only  worried  about 
grades,"  Hodan  continues,  "but  now  I 
have  had  to  take  on  the  challenge  of  wor- 
rying about  tuition.  I spend  more  time 
working  and  less  time 
with  friends."  In  fact,  in 
addition  to  her  academic 
course  load  and  extra-cur- 
ricular activities,  Hodan 
holds  down  two  jobs  on 
campus,  in  the  gym  and 
the  Student  Affairs  Office. 

Still,  she  manages  her 
time  efficiently  and  con- 
sistently finishes  her  work 
for  the  following  week  by 
Friday  afternoon.

Biology  Professor  Michelle  Talbot,  has 
been  especially  "energetic  and  helpful." 

Caty  takes  full  advantage  of  the  cam- 
pus facilities.  In  particular,  she  is  thank- 
ful for  the  24-hour  computer  center  (she 
stresses  the  24-hour  access),  well- 
equipped  for  researching  and  writing 
papers.  She  spends  plenty  of  time  in  the 
library,  too,  both  studying  and  fulfilling 
her  work-study  duties.  For  a good  work- 
out, she  appreciates  the  state-of-the-art 
equipment  in  the  gym,  and  enjoys  aero- 
bics classes  twice  a week.

It's  a long  way  from  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  area  to  Chestnut  Hill,  but  when  Liz 
Ryley  learned  about  Pine  Manor  College 
at  a recruitment  function,  she  was 
intrigued.

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Pine  Manor  College  Freezes  Tuition  & Fees; 
New  Scholarship  Program  Announced 

Pine  Manor  College  initiates  a comprehensive  approach 
to  make  college  opportunities  more  affordable 


For  the  1997-98  academic  year,  Pine 
Manor  College  has  frozen  tuition, 
room,  board,  and  fees.  Tuition  will  be 
held  at  last  year's  price  of  $10,000  for 
Massachusetts  residents  and  $16,000  for 
out-of-state  students.  Academic  fees 
have  been  consolidated  as  well,  elimi- 
nating individual  course  fees,  such  as  lab 
and  photography  fees. 

The  College's  comprehensive 
approach  to  pricing  also  includes  the  ini- 
tiation of  a new  merit  scholarship  pro- 
gram for  students  entering  in  the  fall  of 
1997.  Eight  new  scholarships  have  been 
announced,  ranging  from  $2000  to 
$10,000,  that  recognize  academic 
achievement,  leadership,  and  communi- 
ty contributions.  Highlights  of  the  new 
scholarship  program  include  the 


Leadership  Award,  which  emphasizes 
demonstrated  leadership  roles;  the 
Collegiate  Articulation  Transfer  Award, 
which  offers  the  opportunity  for  stu- 
dents with  an  Associates  Degree  from 
participating  community  colleges  to 
earn  a Bachelors  Degree;  and  the 
Outstanding  Merit  Award,  designed 
specifically  for  current  students  who 
have  demonstrated  academic  improve- 
ment, achievement  and  community  con- 
tribution during  their  time  at  Pine 
Manor  College. 

Another  phase  of  PMC's  new 
approach  addresses  need-based  finan- 
cial aid  recipients.  While  many  colleges 
and  universities  alter  students'  financial 
aid  packages  each  year  by  decreasing 
their  grant  awards  as  their  borrowing 
ability  increases,  PMC  maintains  the 
grant  awarded  to  each  student  through- 
out her  four  years,  regardless  of  any 
change  in  her  borrowing  ability. 


"In  keeping  with  the  College's  philos- 
ophy of  education  for  inclusive  leader- 
ship and  social  responsibility,  PMC  is 
responding  to  the  demand  for  affordable 
education,  while  expanding  the  oppor- 
tunity for  students  to  attend  a high  qual- 
ity, private  liberal  arts  college,"  said 
PMC  President,  Dr.  Gloria  Nemerowicz. 

Earlier  this  year,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  announced  a decrease  in  tuition 
rates  for  part-time  students.  All  rates  are 
now  $200  per  credit,  or  $800  per  course 
for  all  part-time  students,  including 
Adult  Continuing  Studies  and  Summer 
Session  students.  This  reduction  repre- 
sents a 17%  discount  per  course  for 
Summer  Session  students,  a 36%  dis- 
count per  course  for  in-state  students, 
and  a 60%  discount  for  non- 
Massachusetts  students.  Pine  Manor 
College  has  also  introduced  a discount- 
ed tuition  rate  of  $50  per  credit  for 
women  over  the  age  of  60. 


Pine  Manor  College  Signs  New  Transfer 
Student  Articulation  Agreements  and 
Establishes  New  Scholarship  Programs 
with  Local  Community  Colleges 


On  January  30,  1997  Pine  Manor 
College  began  a series  of 
Articulation  Agreement  events. 
President  Nemerowicz  and  several  local 
community  college  presidents  signed 
agreements  that  offer  qualified  transfer 
students  a $2,000  scholarship  upon  com- 
pletion of  their  Associate's  degree  and 
transfer  to  Pine  Manor  College.  These 
agreements  are  part  of  an  effort  to  attract 
top  level  students  from  the  city's  com- 
munity colleges  and  enable  them  to 


complete  their  Bachelor's  degree.  They 
guarantee  transfer  students  admission, 
transfer  of  all  credits,  and,  to  those  quali- 
fied, scholarship  funds. 

Agreements  have  been  signed  with 
Roxbury  Community  College,  Aquinas 
College  of  Milton,  and  Aquinas  College 
of  Newton  and  Quincy  College.  Plans 
are  in  the  works  for  similar  agreements 
with  Bunker  Hill  Community  College 
and  Middlesex  Community  College, 
among  others.

The  City  of  Newton  and  the  Pine 
Manor  College  Center  for  Inclusive 
Leadership  and  Social  Responsibility 
launched  the  Women's  Enterprise 
Initiative  (WEI)  on  Thursday,  April  17, 
1997  at  7:00  p.m.  Designed  to  prepare 
women  in  the  Metrowest  area  for  suc- 
cess in  business,  WEI  provides  a unique 
forum  for  women  entrepreneurs  to  hone 
their  business  plans  and  receive  crucial 
feedback  by  presenting  their  proposals 
to  a panel  of  business  experts.  The  first 


forum  was  held  at  the 
Newton  Free  Library, 
330  Homer  Street, 
Newton,  MA. 

WEI  is  a joint  ven- 
ture of  the  City  of 
Newton's  Planning 
and  Development 
Department  and  Pine 
Manor  College.

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President's  Corner 

Excerpts  from  President  Nemerowicz's  Inaugural  Acceptance  Speech 


//T  have  stepped  into  an  institution 
X with  a rich  and  interesting  history. 
It  is  an  incredible  privilege,  by  virtue  of 
this  position,  to  enter  the  lives  of  so  many 
impressive,  courageous  and  remarkable 
women.  What  Pine  Manor  College  is 
becoming  as  we  enter  the  21st  century  is 
solidly  connected  to  what  it  has  been  as 
reflected  in  the  lives  of  our  alumnae. 

Without  using  the  words,  we  have 
always  educated  women  for  inclusive 
leadership  and  social  responsibility.  We 
have  always  believed  that  learning  and 
leadership  are  connected.  We  have 
understood  that  learning  and  leadership 
are  both  rooted  in  open  human  relation- 
ships, in  trust,  in  self-esteem  and  in  access 
to  information.  And,  we  have  tried  to 
resist  the  narrow  boundaries  that  restrict 
people  and  ideas,  and  the  elite  stereo- 
types of  some  colleges  and  universities 
that  have  limited  leadership  to  a one  man 
show  and  limited  learning  to  prescribed 
recitation." 

//  Tearing  is  one  of  those  things 
. . . V^that  may  seem  kind  of  soft 
and  not  really  compatible  with  a tough, 
high  quality  education.  But,  think  about 
what  it  takes  to  care.  It  takes  risk;  it  takes 
enough  self-confidence  to  become  vulner- 
able, it  takes  the  ability  to  do  abstract  and 
analytical  thinking  in  order  to  put  your- 
self in  another's  place  and  strategize  solu- 


tions. When  we  say  'I  don't  care/  it  usu- 
ally means. ..the  outcome  won't  affect  me 
anyway  so  why  should  I care....  In  other 
words,  we  have  a feeling  of  impotence 
rather  than  empowerment.  It  indicates 
an  inability  to  think  systemically  about 
one's  connection  to  another  person  or  sit- 
uation,  an  inability  to  recognize  our 
interdependence. 

At  Pine  Manor  College  we  do  care 
and  students  learn  how  to  care.  We  rec- 
ognize caring  as  part  of  higher  order 
thinking  and  a basic  ingredient  in  inclu- 
sive leadership  and  social  responsibility. 
We  also  know  that  caring  begins  with 
self,  caring  for  the  self,  for  the  communi- 
ty and  eventually  the  anonymous  others. 

Pine  Manor  College  began  85  years 
ago  because  somebody,  our  founder, 
Helen  Temple  Cooke,  cared.  At  the  time, 
she  was  head  of  the  Dana  Hall  School  in 
Wellesley  when  16  seniors  who  were 
graduating  asked  her  if  they  could  stay 
on  beyond  the  senior  year.  In  1911,  the 
opportunities  for  women  to  obtain  more 
education  were  scarce.  So  these  forward 
thinking  young  women  asked  if  they 
could  stay  for  another  year  to  continue 
their  learning,  to  continue  their  explo- 
ration, to  continue  to  develop  their  sense 
of  a meaningful  place  in  the  world. 
Helen  Temple  Cooke  had  the  compas- 
sion and  the  vision  to  say  yes  and  with 


that  began  the  evolution  of  Pine  Manor 
College  in  response  to  the  ever  increasing 
needs  of  women  and  of  society  for  the 
talents  of  women.  From  the  fifth  year  of 
Dana  Hall  School  to  a 2-year  Junior 
College  to  a 4-year  Baccalaureate  institu- 
tion to  a graduate  degree  granting  col- 
lege today.  Pine  Manor  College  has  not 
feared  change  but  has  nurtured  it  and 
with  care  has  transformed  the  lives  of 
thousands  of  women. " 

//Tdeas  about  both  leadership  and 

X learning  are  changing  rapidly  and 
new  approaches  to  each  are  being  tested 
in  the  corporate  world,  in  politics,  in 
communities,  and  in  families.  Pine 
Manor  College  is  among  a small  group 
of  higher  education  institutions  that  are 
crafting  some  of  these  new  ideas  in  the 
field  of  education.  No  longer  are  people 
expecting  leadership  and  learning  to 
flow  down  horn  a single  source  of  wis- 
dom and  authority.  We  are  recognizing 
that  both  leading  and  learning  are 
human  processes  that  are  only  humane 
and  effective  when  the  people  involved 
in  the  process  take  responsibility  for  the 
outcome.  I cannot  simply  lead  you,  you 
cannot  teach  me  without  my  involve- 
ment. But  we  can  enter  into  healthy,  reci- 
procal relationships  and  create  the  envi- 
ronments where  inclusive  leadership  and 
collaborative  learning  take  place. 

As  open  processes  of  leading  and 
learning  take  hold,  it  will  be  increasingly 
difficult  to  identify  the  leaders  and  the 
followers  or  the  teachers  and  the  stu- 
dents, In  real  life,  we  are  all  both  and  at 
our  best  we  are  both  simultaneously.  The 
leader  needs,  in  her  leading,  to  be  led 
and  to  follow.  She  needs  to  be  part  of  the 
interactive  process  of  leadership.  The 
teacher,  in  her  teaching,  needs  to  be 
taught,  often  times  by  her  students.  It  is 
not  the  teacher  who  creates  learning  nor 
the  leader  who  creates  leadership.  Both 
are  created  out  of  processes.  Tire  best  are 
created  from  processes  that  are  imbued 
with  democratic  and  humane  values  that 
are  openly  recognized  by  the  participants 
as  binding  them  together  in  valuable 
work."

Pine  Manor  College  Honors 
the  Hon.  Juliette  Clagett  McClennan 
with  First  Award  for  Inclusive 
Leadership  St  Social  Responsibility 
at  Washington  D.C.  Reception 


On  Wednesday,  February  19,  1997, 
the  Pine  Manor  College  Alumnae 
Club  of  Washington,  D.C.  held  a recep- 
tion to  honor  the  Honorable  Juliette 
Clagett  McClennan,  the  former  United 
States  Representative  to  the  U.N. 
Commission  on  the  Status  of  Women. 
Ambassador  McClennan  is  the  first 
recipient  of  the  Pine  Manor  College 
Award  for  Inclusive  Leadership  and 
Social  Responsibility.  Sponsored  by  the 
Center  for  Inclusive  Leadership  and 
Social  Responsibility  at  Pine  Manor 
College,  these  awards  are  designed  to 
honor  women  who  have  demonstrated 
collaboration,  creative  thinking,  and  a 
commitment  to  social  responsibility  in 
their  workplaces  and  communities.

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Jean  Evensen  Shaw  is  the  kind  of 
PMC  alumna,  consumate  professional  and 
outstanding  human  being  we  all  strive  to 
be.  Her  professional  life  as  a musicologist 
and  teacher  spans  25  years  and  includes 
such  credits  as  Musical  Consultant/Piano 
Instructor  of  the  theatrical  film  The  Compe- 
tition; Musical  Researcher/Consultant  for 
several  television  shows  and  Broadway 
plays;  Screenplay  Author;  Private  Piano 
Instructor,  Free-lance  Music  Lecturer, 
and  Radio  Personality. 

A child  prodigy,  Jean  began  her  concert 
appearances  at  age  9,  first  in  her  native 
Minneapolis,  MN  and  later  in  Boston,  where 
she  studied  with  Leonard  Bernstein’s  early 
teacher,  Helen  Coates.  She  put  her  career 
on  hold  at  age  19  when  she  got  married. 
She  regrets  this  decision,  admittedly;  how- 
ever, she  has  said,  “It  was  a different  time. . . 
music  has  been  my  whole  life,  nonetheless.” 

Most  visible  of  all  her  work  is  her  role 
in  the  blockbuster  film  The  Competition.  As 
Musical  Consultant  and  Piano  Instructor, 
Jean  was  involved  with  all  phases  of  the 
preparation  of  the  script.  She  was  also 
largely  responsible  for  research  and  selec- 
tion of  the  actual  music  to  be  used.  As 
Arthur  Knight  of  The  Hollywood  Reporter 
points  out,  “Actors,  including  Richard 
Dreyfuss,  who  had  had  no  piano  experi-

ence  whatsoever,  suddenly  looked  like 
your  Horowitzes.”  In  fact,  Jean  started 
working  with  Dreyfus  a full  two  and  a half 
months  before  the  rest  of  the  film  was 
shot.  The  final  product  was  a moving  and 
impressive  tribute  to  her  talent.  As  the 
film’s  producer  William  Sackheim  wrote  in 
a personal  letter  to  Jean,  “I  think  the  best 
part  of  what  you  did  was  to  impart  such  a 
passionate  love  and  understanding  of  music 
that  you  infused  both  the  actors  and  this 
producer  with  a deeper  hunger  for  good 
music  than  they  have  ever  personally  expe- 
rienced...[this  film]  couldn’t  have  happened 
without  you.” 

The  director  of  The  Competition,  Joel 
Oliansky,  has  referred  to  Jean  as  “a  rarity — 
the  artist  who  teaches  by  example;  the 
teacher  for  whom  teaching  is  an  art.” 
Richard  Dreyfus  writes,  “Jean  Shaw  has 
taught  me  how  to  listen  to  music.  The 
highest  compliment  I can  pay  this  lady  is 
that  due  to  her  alone,  her  comments, 
enthusiasms,  her  wondrous  ability  to  com- 
municate not  only  the  art,  but  the  science 
and  the  mystery  and  achievement  of  music, 

I how  have  a perspective  on  music,  and  a 
love  and  appreciation  of  music  that  is  a 
serious  addition  to  my  entire  life. ..I  am 
more  now.” 

Theresa  Di  Rocco,  Associate  Professor 
of  Music  at  Immaculate  Heart  College  in 
Los  Angeles,  says  “I  find  only  one  aspect  of 
Jean  Shaw’s  academic  posture  to  be  unset- 
tling, and  that  is  her  unwillingness  to  be  sat- 
isfied with  what  is  good.  She  demands  the 
best  in  her  work.”
